Strong protests agninst increased)
fares on the Delaware river ferries in
the face of the high earnings of the
operating companies were made today
by residents of this city and Camden,
including Mayor Charles H. Ellis, of
that New Jersey city.

The present charge of three cents on
the ferries i8 to be increased to four
cents tomorrow with a boost In the
price of ten-ticket strips from twenty-
five to thirty cents. Vehicle rates also
are to be increased,

Mayor Ellis afiounced today he will
confer with Qity Solicitor Bleak)
Camden, on the posatbility of legal ac-
tion to block the fare boost,

I do not favor the proposed in-
crease,'” Mr, Ellis stated emphatically.
T believe corporations should have
enough to live on. I favor falr rates
and fair dividends, but when high divi-

Mr. Elliy snys there is a question if
the Publie Utilities Commiasion of New
Jersey hns jurisdiction over the fare in-
ereuses, They are to be placed in effect
by the ferry companies Em use of the
higher fure award made to the rail-
ronds by the Interstate Commerce Oom-
mission,

The Philadelphia and Camden Ferry
Co., operated by the Pennsylvania Rail -
rond (0., has been mn( big dividends
for years. From 1 to 18603 the an-
nual dividend was 10 per cent. In 1004
the rote increased to 11 per cent in
1906 to 12 per cent, and in 1008, 1007
and 1108 to 17 per cent,

The leap to 20 per cent was made in
1000,  The year following the dividend
fell to 12 per cent, but at the same
time a stock dividend of 37% per cent
wis declared. This inereased® the com-
pany's eapitalization from $1,482,000 to
£1.008,750.

In 1011, on this increased capitaliza-
tion, n dividend of 10 per cent wnas
paid, It rose to 16 per cent In 1912,
to 17 per cent in 1913 and 1014, and
to 1B per cent in 1015, In 1016 it
leaped again to 20 per cent,

100,000 Cross Dully

It 15 estimated that 100,000 per-
sons cross the ferries daily, The one-
cent boost on straight fared will put
un. additional $1000 a day in the coffers
of the ferry compantes, although the
Philadelphia and Camden Ferry Co, has
o big surplus.
